The Registrar-General's estimate of the population was tne 


same as last year. 
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THE BIRTH-RATE (16.9) is higher than it has been for some 
years. The Rate for England and Wales for the year was 14.9 


Five births were illegitimate, equal to 5 ver cent of the 
total. 


DEATH _RATE.(12.6) is well below the rate of the previous 
year 16.5 and using the Factor sunplied by the Registrar-Ceneral 
in Bene to make it comparable from a mortality point of view 
with the crude death-rate of the Country as a whole or with the 
mortality of other areas, the crude death-rate of which has been 
Soe ocitied with its own factor for the purnose, the result- 
ing adjusted death-rate is 9.6 as commared with 12.4 for England 
and Wales for the year. 


The chief causes of death were:- Influenza 4: Tuberculosis 
of the Respiratory System 7; Cancer 8; Diabetes 2; Cerebral 
Haemorrhage 4; Heart Disease 1/7; Other Circulatory Diseases 3; 
Meonchiitis ©; Pnevmonia 1; Peptic Ulcer 4; Appendicitis 1; 
Girrhosis of Liver 1; Other Liver Diseases 1; Digestive Diseases

and other defined diseases 5. 


The death-rate for Pulmonary Tuberculosis for the year was 
4.5 per 1000 of the population and for Cancer 1.5. Both these 
rates are higher than the average for the area, the rate for 
Tuberculosis especially.

GENERAL PROVISION OF HSALTH SERVICDS FOR Tk AREA. 
1. PUBLIC HEALTH OFFICERS OF THE AUTHORITY. 


ir. J. E. Parkinson has been Sanitary Inspector since May 
1932. He holds the certificate of the Royal Sanitary Institute 
and in addition to his ordinary duties, he is superintendent of 
Scavenging, Meat Inspector and Water Lngineer. 


A contribution is made to his salary and that of the 
Medical Officer of Health under the Public Health Acts. 
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LABORATORY FACILITIES. The County Council Laboratory at 
Worcester is available for bacteriological and chemical examina- 
tions of pathalogical specimens and water samples and is freely 
used and is of great value to the district. 


AMBULANCE FACILITIES. Tenbury Hospital provide an ambulance 
for the removal of accidents and other cases, and Worcester Fever 
Hospital send for infectious cases. 


NURSING IN THE HOME. There are District Nurses working in 
the parishes of Lindridge, Eardiston and Tenbury. 

There are no Clinics or Centres in the Area. 

HOSPITALS. There is a Poor Law Hospital at Tenbury and the 


Burford Cottage Hospital on the border of the district is managed 
and supported chiefly by the town and district of Tenbury. 


SANITARY CIRCUMSTAPCES OF THE ARBA. 


1. Water. Mr. Parkinson reports that "during May the rate 
of the intake of water from the svrings at Clee Hill (the source 
of the Tenbury town supply) began to fall off. During the 


summer the supply did not imvorove and with increased consumption 
during the warmer months the system required careful watching. 

In order to build up and maintain a working head at the reservoir 
it was necessary at times for short periods to close the supvly 


main during the night hours. Day supplies were not interfered 
with and no inconvenience was caused to consumers. In September 


a temporary vive between Tenbury and Birmingham Systems was laid 
and later replaced by a permanent connection through which a 
supplementary supply was obtained. Under an old agreement 
Birmingham Corporation will, if required make up Tenbury's supply 
to 50,000 gallons per day free of charge; should Tenbury's daily 
yield fall below that figure." 


Apart from usual routine inspections for detection of wasting 
of water, a systematic inspection was made towards the end of the 
year. Three hundred and forty-six premises were inspected for 
the detection of defective water fittings and wasting of water. 
Where defects were found, notices were served. 


During the year it was decided to prepare a specification 
for providing a water supply to approximately 26 houses at Old 
Wood, a district about one mile from Tenbury town. 


A Deacon Waste Water Recording Meter is to be installed on 
the 5" main leading from the Reservoir to the town. Seventy 
yards of new water main was laid and one house connected to 
public supply during the year. 


2. Drainage and Sewerage. 


New drains were constructed or old drains amended at twenty- 
three premises and two privies converted into water closets and 
two to pail closets. No new sewers were laid during the year 
and only one house connected to existing sewer. 


The provision of Sewage Works to deal with the Sewage from 


the town of Tenbury and also to permit of the conversion of the 
pail closets into the water carriage system is a matter that 
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should be considered in the interest of Public Health, and also 
of economy. The fe it is delayed the more difficult will 
be the Scheme, and as the Authority under the Rivers Pollution 
Acts you have eee resnonsibility in tris matter. Three 
towns lower down the Severn are taking their drinking water from 
this source. 


SANITARY INSPECTION OF THE AREA. 


Mr. Parkinson inspected 179 houses during the year and 
Served 64 informal notices, all of which were complied with. 
They included new drains or repairs at 23 houses. Wew closets 
at 5; houses otherwise in a bad sanitary condition, or darap, 
Pew oOreeawitLbing rain 25: offensive accumulations 1: 

Animals so kept as to be a nuisance 1: No case of overcrowding 
was discovered. 


SHOPS. No action was necessary during the year under the 
provisions of the Shops Act 1934, relating to the ventilation 
and sanitary conveniences of shop premises. 


ERADICATION OF 3 -BUGS. No complaints were received in 


respect of the eae and no premises were found to be in- 
fested with them, either Council houses or under »rivate 
ownership. 


SCHOOLS.

Dear Sir, 


I beg to submit a Report uvon the acconmodation provided for 
persons engaged in picking hops in the Tenbury Rural District. 


Copies of byelaws were sent to hop-growers and in a circular 
letter during August, growers were reminded specially of the need 
for careful and regular attention to closet accommodation provided 
for pickers and advice was given as to the best methods of con- 
structing and maintaining Pail-closets and Trench-closets. 


Growers were asked to give special attention to buildings 
normally used for animals and intended for use as pickers 
lodgings:- To provide substential bins as Refuse receptacles: 
To arrange for thorough daily scavenging and for proper disposal 
of rubbish and refuse: To vrovide "Camp-Orderlies' capable of 
obtaining and inaintaining thorough cleanliness among the »vickers 
end their accommodation and surroundings. 


Premises where nickers were to be housed were inspected 
before occupation. In accordance with byelaws, lodgings were 
limewashed or otherwise cleansed before use. 


Hops were ripe earlier this year and in one or two places, 
yicking began before the end of August. 


Like last year, nickers were fewer than in previous 
Seasons and not so easily obtainable, owing, I believe, to in- 
proved trade conditions in the Midland towns. 


As for last year, there were seventeen growers in the 
district, there being nineteen canms. 


On the 25th August I accompanied Dr. A. 3. White, Medical 
Officer of Health and Dr. BE. Donaldson of the Ministry of Health 
on visits of inspection to a number of hop farims in the district. 
Dr. Donaldson again visited on the 6th and 16th of Seotember. 


During his three visits, Dr. Donaldson insvected the 
accommodation provided for pickers at all hop farms in the 
Tenbury Rural District. 


Infectious Diseases:- Two cases of Diphtheria were dealt 
with at one farm (Woodston Kilns). One case on the 1st Sept. and 
one on the ith Sept. Both cases were sent to Viorcester Isolation 
Hospital. 

Every precautionary measure was taken to check and prevent the 
spread of infection. Straw beds were burnt and pickers quarters 
which were affected were sprayed with disinfectant. Also, I 
arranged for the frequent svraying of the vickers quarters through- 
out the season and a regulated supply of iodized lozenges to the 
pickers. 


Forty-eight throat swabs taken by Dr. A. 3. White, !1.0.H., 
from child pickers at this farm gave negative results when 
examined at Worcester Laboratory. 
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I kept the camp under close observation, visiting it frequently 
by day and night in order to receive reports from the Nursing Missior 
stationed there and to deal sneedily with any cases of suspected 
Diphtheria which might have arisen. 


A supply of Throat Swabs was Kept at the Camp. Several swabs 
taken at different times during the season gave negative results. 


A case of Measles occurred at another farm. erroangedt aor 
the patient's immediate removal home to Halesowen by that town's 
ambulance. Proper precautionary measures were taken in the 


quarters affected and there were no further cases.
